How an American 
Boy Faced Death— 


Last week a_ passenger plane 
caught fire near Dallas, Texas, and 
was compelled to make a forced 
landing. Pilot Ed Hefley and _ his 


assistant, Eugene Schacher, saved 
their passengers, including Jesse H. 
Jones, chief of the reconstruction 
finance corporation, and former 
Governor and Mrs. W. P. Hobby 
of Texas. The heroic youngsters 
were badly burned; Schacher died 
but Hefley will recover. 

Jones, deeply moved, penned the 
following tribute to Schacher: 

“You stuck to your post in a ver- 
itable furnace with the white heat 
literally burning your clothes off 
your body. You did this notwith- 
arene Pilot Ed Hefley begged 
you to leave the pit to him. 

“When the door into the pilot 
room blew open, and the flames 
were reaching into the cabin, you 
came out and closed the door, go- 
ing back into the furnace. Again 
the door blew open, so terrific was 
the speed, and again you came out, 
this time a human torch, and went 
back into the fiery pit. 

“But when it seemed the fight 
was winning, and that the plane 

sy be landed, you came back 

warned your passengers that 
the landing would be rough. 

“You unlocked the door so that 
all could escape from the burning 
plane when the landing was made. 
You did this when your hands were 
burned to the bone. You could 
hardly hold the key. 

“I pray God for the knowledge 
to understand for what purpose He 
saved my life by sacrificing yours.” 


The G-Men Get Pensions— 

With scarcely a dissenting voice, 
congress last week achieved the 
amazing distinction of having 
passed a law that will meet with 
unanimous approval throughout 
the country. 

They voted to provide pensions 
for G-men. 

Now these fearless federal agents 
who transmogrifiea all the swag- 
gering Dillingers, Campbells and 
Floyds into a pack of cowering, 
cringing hyenas and then wiped 
them out shortly after, are cer- 
tainly deserving of this concidera- 
tion. 

The surprising thing is that we’ve 
overlooked for so long this business 
of making provision for their de- 
clining years. Members of all other 
law-enforcing bodies have always 
had such provision. 

Chief G-man J. Edgar Hoover, 
when informed of the congressional 
action, said: 

“[’m highly gratified. When our 
men go out after such men as Dil- 
linger, Karpis, or Campbell, they 
never know whether they’ll come 
back alive. Surely they deserve 
pension privileges Just as much as 
other peace ofhcers.” 

It is probable that nowhere in 
the nation will there be a dissent- 
ine voice to this observation. After 
all, the country was infested with 
big time gangsters until the fed- 
erals moved in. And now the big- 
timers are so scarce they cannot 
tind a candidate eligible for the 
unhealthy role of public enemy 
number 1 

Let it never be said that America 
does not appreciate the work of the 
G-men. 


An American Crew— 

A fortnight ago ship owners and 
operators of America were jittery. 
Their ocean mail contracts were 
due to expire July 1, congress was 
bickering over a new appropriation, 
and the whole merchant marine 
faced possible disaster. Last week 
congress came through. They 
passed the new ship subsidy bill 
which provides direct subsidies 
without the formality of mail car- 
rying. Chief feature of the new 
measure is the government's agree- 
ment to pay 50 per cent, in cer- 
tain cases, of shipbuilding costs. 
Mail will be carried on a poundage 
basis, a new commission will suc- 
ceed the present shipping board, 
and ships will be required to carry 
90 to 100 per cent American crews. 


And Government 
Still Lives— 

Uncle Sam last week picked the 
soldiers’ bonus out of his old mail 
bag and 3,518,000 veterans of our 
world war adventure — smiled, 
smiled, smiled. 

Something like $2,300,000,000 in 
bonds and cash were distributed by 
letter carriers to recipients in every 
city and hamlet in the country— 
and the government at Washington 
still lives. 

Almost as happy as the veterans 
were business men, who were hope- 
fully counting on a large portion of 
the tremendous outlay finding its 
way immediately into the nation’s 
trade channels. 


Where Money Goes 
Administration officials have 
urged the veterans to hold on to 
their bonds, but there are back 
debts to be paid, autos to be bought, 
homes to be furnished and redec- 
orated and children to be educated. 
Incidentally, the veterans asked 
for cash and not bonds, and most 
of them intend to make the con- 

version as soon as possible.

L. Berry, co-ordinator, declared 
that industry either must increase 
its support of the consumer market 
or foster the development of new 
industries to provide work for 
increasing number of unemployed. | 

This definite statement was made

in an analysis of production, wages 
and employment in all lines of 
trade for the period from 1899 to 


1933, prepared as a statistical back- 
ground for the co-ordinator’s com 
mittee on employment and unem 
ployment. 

Consumer Market Neglected 


“The clear indication,” the report | 
declared, “is that manufacturing | 
industry as a whole has not con- |} 


tributed to the support of the con 
suming market in proportion to the 
increase in production, If manufac- 
turing industry cannot make its 
it must 
look to the other sections of our 
economic structure, agriculture, 
trade, services, ete., to create a 
proportionately larger share of the 
market, or dependence must rest 
upon the uncertain creation of new 
industries and new products to take 
up the slack in employment.” 


The report blamed “the 


accumu 
lative effects of the unbalance, cre- 
ated from 1919 to 1929, between 
the power to produce and_ the 
power to consume” as one of the 


principal reasons behind the indus- 
trial and economic collapse of 1929. 
Wages Must Expand 

“On the assumption that this pre- 
mise is sound,” it was said, “it fur- 
appears that employment de- 
pends upon consumption, and _ it 
necessarily follows that for con- 
sumption to keep pace with an 
ever-expanding production, that 
buying power in the form of wages 
must likewise expand proportion- 
ately. 

“When production advances ahead 
of buying power and the advance 
is maintained for an appreciable 
period of time, business depressions 
must inevitably follow. 

“The sole source of purchasing 
power for the average wage earner 
is his wages. The workers of the 
manufacturing industries, as a 
group, constitute a very large part 
of our national economic structure. 
They represented, in 1920, 23 per 
cent of those gainfully occupied in 
all industry including agriculture. 
Consequently, the purchasing 
power of this group represents a 
correspondingly large percentage 
of the total consuming power of 
the nation. 

Labor Displacing Devices 


“Manufacturing industry by rea-

“Statistics have shown that the 
consuming power of this large 
group, as originating in wages, was 
practically the same in 1929 as in 
and that the number of per- 
sons employed in .1929 was less 
than in .1919.

“Total purchasing power was 
practically static during this 10- 
year period, the number of persons 
employed, or mass purchasing

Back Auto Strikes 


The Washington branch of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway employes of 
America contributed $500 with a 
promise of further financial sup- 
port to the auto mec hanics belong- 
ing to the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, who are strik- 
ing for 90 cents an hour for skilled 
journeymen, 50 cents an hour for 
nelpers, a basic 44-hour week and 
time and one-half for overtime. 

Action of the street railway

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LABOR MUST ORGANIZE

Could anything have hap pened to drive home to 
labor more effectively the absolute need for organiz 
ing the workers in every branch of industry than the 
outlawing by court decisions of so large a portion of 
our labor legislation? 

What the courts have done is to show labor how 
useless and futile it is for those who earn their daily 
bread by really hard work to look to the lawmakers 
of the nation for relief. 

Since our national lawmakers either cannot or 
will not pass laws to solve the most pressing prob- 
lems which confront labor the only remaining’ alter- 
native is for the workers to organize themselves into 
more effective labor unions than ever before. 

Our American labor movement should be at least 
ten times as strong numerically as it is. The potential 
strength is here but till it is thoroughly organized into 
the most powerful unions ever formed in the United 
States the needs of labor will continue be disre 
garded. 

Onee labor is completely organized both lawmak- 
ers and courts will have far more consideration for 
the needs of labor than is manifested at present. 

Practically all the labor laws which our courts 
have declared. unconstitutional during recent times 
are of such a nature that organized labor can proceed 
to enact them into union laws and actually make them 
stick. 


In order to do this effectively it is absolutely nee- 
essary for labor to organize on a far larger scale than 
ever before. Labor must organize more thoroughly 
than ever! 

Practically every labor law, which has thus far 
been declared unconstitutional, eek required the 
observance of regulations, which it is perfectly legal 

4 for union men to demand and get if thes ‘Y Can, 

If this is not a most powerful reason “for organiz 

ing, then what is? 


OUR LAWYER: CURSED CONGRES 

After having passed a lot of laws, some of which 
have merit but many of which are not so good, con- 
gress has finally adjourned. 

It is deplorable that there should be so little hu. 
manitarian legislation and it is doubly deplorable 
that when a little of that kind of lawmaking finally 
is enacted that our supreme court should show such a 
marked tendency to declare such laws unconstitu- 
tional by the tell-tale vote of 5 to 4, which is about 
as close as it is possible to get to an evenly split vote. 

What is one of the striking weaknesses of the 
present congress, as well as most of its predecessors 
is that, with all the lawyers with which our national 
congress is overloaded, they did not pass measures 
so framed as not to admit of any serious question of 
their constitutionality. 


Most of the important labor legislation passed 
by the so-called “New Deal” congresses has since been 
declared unconstitutional. Now, is it possible that all 
the well trained lawyers massed in both houses of 
congress are so dumb on how to write laws that they 
cannot so word them that they will hold water? 

What seems a far more plausible theory is that 
these lawyers make it their business to write the laws 
so that they can easily be nullified when they reach 
the courts because of jokers contained in them which 
supply the very groundwork for courts to declare 
them unconstitutional. 

But no matter what may be the most prev: alent 
reasons for so much of our social and labor legisla: 
tion going by the board the outstanding fact remains 
that our lawyer-besprinkled congresses of recent 
years have made such a sorry mess of passing laws 
that can survive the courts that it should be a very) 
beneficial change to replace most of them with farm-. 
ers and labor representatives. If the American people 
would do this we would probably get not only more | 
good laws but more laws that could face the courts 
successfully.

The measure, introduced in the 
senate by Senator Byrnes of South 
Carolina, is short and to the point. 
Following is the text: 

“That whoever shall knowingly 
transport, or aid or abet in trans- 
porting, in interstate or foreign 
commerce, any person with intent 
to employ such person to obstruct 
or interfere, in any manner, with 
the right of peaceful picketing dur- 
ing any labor controversy affecting 
wages, hours, or conditions of labor, 
or the right of organization for the 
purpose of collective bargaining, 


and shall be punishable by a fine 
of not exceeding $5,000 or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding two 
| years, or both, 1n the discretion of 
|the court.” 

| The report of the house judiciary 
committee favoring the measure, 
filed by Representative John KE. 
Miller of Arkansas, gave a force- 


ful description of the violence 
caused by strikebreakers, who 
were described as “mercenaries, 


strong-arm men and thugs,” and 
declared that such strike-breaking 
agencies are not tolerated in any 
other country. 

It ‘declared there was abundant 
evidence that strike-breaking or- 
ganizations “sometimes drum up 
business by fomenting industria] 
disorder where none exists, in or- 
der to obtain a contract to sup- 
press it,” adding: 

“Disputes can be settled more 
amicably without the injection of 
professional thugs from the out- 
side inte an unfortunate situation.” 

Only two members of the house 
voted against the bill.
